The Annual Buffalo Slaughter at 
the Park Abbatoir will conclude to- 
day. The work of slaughtering these 
surplus animals has given work to 
many men for about two months. 
Tn all about two thousand buffalo 
have been slaughtered. The meat 
inspector reports that both the meat 
and hides are in exceptionally good 
condition this year. The Govern- 
ment is not selling all the meat this 
year but are reserving’ about 1500 
animals for supplies for ito “relief 
camps. Burns ani Company who 
have had the slaughtering contract 
are taking 500 animals for the public 
market. 

The Buffalo park has a well equip- 
ped. abbatoir for the handling of 
their surplus animals and to give an 
idea of the speed and efficiency of 
_ Operations there we have only to say 
_ that the crew can carry on the work 

at a speed of one full grown animal 

in six minutes, 

The slaughter of these surplus 
animals has been made necessary be- 
cause the buffalo have thrived to 

- such an extent under Park conditions 
that there is no other method of dis- 
posing of the increase. in numbers. 

The Park has also several thousand 
deer, elk, moose and yak within 
their enclosure in addition to thé 
hybrid animals kept on that section 
of the enclosuré operated by the Ex- 
perimental Department. 

In carrying on the work of slaugh, 
tering the surplus animals, several 
Wainwright men have_taken import- 
ant posts; J. W. Daughérty has been 
filling the position of Meat Inspector

Mature Age and Efficiency

‘ttonists that no person over 40 years of age should be permitted to teach 
school. This recalls that other dictum of that famous doctor who said that 
every person over 65 should be quietly chloroformed, Both statements fail 
to convince because they are so palpably ‘overstatements. 

It is true, Le seta as incl: bi Sooo dae niaiaied ti. veut 
tion in the world of affairs, mainly because the problems of the times ap- 
‘pear to call for that courage, initiative and energy. which are compact of 
youth. no Rapwthcanary hyena ara ars abet oF yse ge me bg 
the process. That 
youth should be insurgent against conditions which they nothing to bring 
about, is natural in the circumstances, and, possibly,’ rage Secs in the result. 
The Communist movement in Russia. was energized by the youth of Russia; 


“Mussolini recruited his Fascist army from the ranks of youth. Hitler has 


_ enrolied German youth under the Nazi banner. These are marfffestation of 


Mscrred protest against forces inimical, they believe, to youth's fulfifment. 


* The trouble is to set a hard and fast line where youth ends and age be-- 
gins. If that were possible, it would be possible more accurately to estimate 


the significance of the two statements and their many. imputations and im- 
plications. But there is no such line. It is possible to cite instances Innumer- 
able of men beyond forty who have proved great teachers of the young, and 
men who have made. their finest contributions to civilization after passing 
sixty-five. Had Arnold of Eton been forced to retire at 40, British education 
would have been that much poorer. Had Edison acknowledged his faculties 


. exhausted at that age, much of his work for the advancement of science and 


enhancement of living, would have been left undone. Had forty seen the 
vitality of Einstein’s mental powers reach its zenith, there would not have 
‘been that competition among the great institutions of learning for his serv- 
fees which followed his expulsion from Germany. It was after he had pass- 
ed the age of forty, that Henry Ford had his great idea and. launched the 
enterprises coupled with hig name. The tally of similar examples. can be 


. carried ad infinitum. 


In the political field, President Roosevelt, far, “bayodd the ass'gned 
“deadline” of forty, has tackled the vast problems of his country with a 


“. eourage, vigor and zest which qualify him for a place with youth in these 
. characteristics. Ramsay MacDonald, with equal energy and resource, did not 


hesitate, when the needs of his country called for drastic action, to scrap the 
ideals of a lifetime for ideas of more practical efficacy in the crisis of the 
hour. The youth of Russia, Germany and Italy accepted leadership of men 
beyond the “allotted span,” because these men oriented the chaos of ideas 
tortnriug the youthful minds. Youth, apparently, construed in terms of ab- 
stract qualities, cannot be measured by age,—which suggests the well-known 
saying, “A man is ag old as he feels.” 

_ There must be some reason for @ prominent educationist to make 80 
startling a statement to a gathering of educationists however. It is impossi- 
ble to believe that, with such an audience, he spoke in jest, in an idlé mo- 
ment or without proper forethought. Perhaps his inspiration may be found 
in the work, of the Spanish, philosopher, Ortegay Gagset, who, vin “any Mos 
ern Theme,” has suggested that each generation is distinct in ftself in ‘that it 
differs in its. reactions to ideas and.environment from the generations pre- 
ceding it. If this thesis be admitted, it would follow, of course, tHat one 
generation's viewpoint, being radically different from that of the one suc- 
ceeding it, the former is out of touch with the youth of its own day and}. 
therefore not qualified to be its mentor. The more remote the generation 
from that of school age, the more out of touch it would be with the student's 
ideas and ideals, 

Whatever the difference, custom has decreed that the one should be 
vested with the tutelage of the other. It is difficult to see how it could be 
otherwise. While there may be something in the contention that the genera- 
tion from which the teacher be drawn should not be too remote from that 
furnishing the school population of today, it must not be forgotten that the 
knowledge gleaned from experience of life and living acquired by the older 
generation must be of inestimable value in preparing the young for their 
responsibilities. 

After all, no new social structure is created with each new generation. 
They may improve, or remodel,—and the social structure characteristic of

Work In London Restaurant Dons By 
Ex-Convicts 

London has a restaurant which is 
partly staffed by ex-convicta and men 
and boys who are on probation, the 
promoter being Arnold Hall, connect- 
ed with the Howard League for Pen- 
al Reform and very much interested 
in the work of assisting “old lags” to’ 
reform. The results of this unusual 
venture are said to be satisfactory. 

Arnold Hall began in 1926 in a cel- 
lar, with a convict who had been 33 
years in prison, a large piece of cloth 
and himself, They did upholstery 
work ‘untiJ, they had accumulated 
some money and the present restaur- 
ant grew from this small beginning. 

“The thing works very harmoni>us- 


ly and the men. are prayer so af 

py,” Mr. Hall said. He e d that 
the restaurant at which from 80 to 
90 lunches are served every day is 
not only giving the. men their indus- 
trial opportunity, but it is providing 
lan acid tegt os to their intentions to 

go straight. 

v the men started with a wage of 
five shillings a week and their lunch- 
es fot a fortnight. After that. they 
were given 25 shillings a week and 
later, if they are. doing well, they 
receive 35 shillings a week, Dventual- 
ly they are made waiters and receive 
18 shillings a week, their lunches, in- 
surance and about 25 shillings in tips,

‘The London Times report of the 
suit, Dee. 14, is headed simply “Ac- 
tion by Mr. De Valera.” There was 
no comment on-the judgment in the 
Times or, so far ag we have noticed, 


dn any British paper.

Manitoba Municipalities Recommend 
Pian Based On Wheat Price 

Winnipeg, Man.—The executive of 
the Union of Manitoba Municipalities 
placed befors the Manitoba govern- 
ment proposals for legislat:on to be 
introduced at the coming session of 
the Manitoba ‘House. Among other 
things, the 29 resolutions called for 
an important change in the Debt Ad- 
justment Act, which cited a new prin- 
cipe for dealing with interest on 
farm mortgages. 

Adjustment of interest was pro- 
posed on the bas‘s of the net track 
price per hushel of No. 1 “Nortaern 
wheat at the close of the Winnipsg 
market September 15. The govern- 
ment was urged to amend the Debt 
Adjustment Act so that when wheat 
under. such a classification was less 
than 50 cents, then interest for that 
year should be written off. . 

It was proposed that if the price 
be over 50 cents, but under 65 cents 
per bushel, hrterest should not be 
more than three per cent. If the 
price were between 65 and 75 cents 
the rate would be not more than 
four per cent. and if the price were 
75 cents or over the rate should not 
be more than six per cent.

SCHOOL DAYS 


In another column we quote from the Edmonton 
Journal an account of the recent protest of certain school 
children against their teacher. How many will be taken 
back to schooldays by such an account. 


_ If you and I have not yet reached that foolish .age in 
which we fear to look back with unprejudiced minds on 
our youth, we will clearly remember when we would have 
gladly joined a mob of children such as. gathered at Will- 


_ingdon to square acounts with the school teacher. If you 


are a man, now, you will remember that the one great 
uesire of your young days was to sometime grow big 
enough to “trim” the schoolmaster. How long: those 
days seemed in coming. In fact never really arrived. As 
We grow older the little worries of earlier days gave 
place to those of the time in which we found ourseives. 
“Sutticient unto the day is the evil.” New difficulties and 
responsibilities arose which forced the things of the past 
into.the-background and often when we look back. on 
them we see them at such a different angle that the new 
perspective removes from our minds the bitterness and 
the cesire to get square which we formerly felt. 


Many of us, if we. are honest with ourselves, must 


acknowledge that when we were young we were no bet- 


ter than the average, perhaps not so good, certainly hot 
as perfect as we now would like it to appear that-we had 
been. We now know very well that many of the things - 
which made us suffer in the old days were a very neces- 
sary part of our education, and many of the unpleasant- 
nesses were: but our own making. 


It is most natural to resent and often resist author- 
ity and the impassive attitude. assumed by the -parents 
in the case quoted, indicates a sympathetic feeling on 
their part toward the children in their demonstratiun of 
insubordination. 


Personally we can look back to when we were young 
and remember still with what misgivings we heard at 
home any report of our misdoings at school. Parental 
authority, generally, backed up school discipline forty 
odd years ago. Neverthcless how many recall teachers 
in the old days, whose method of dealing with their 
pupils was certainly open to criticism, Harshness on the 
part of the school master towards timid children may 
often prevent any benefit being derived from the time 
spent at school. imagine a teacher using a stick to in- 
duce a pupil to memorize that old couplet we all learned 
in school: 


“Speak gently; it is better far, 
‘l'o rule by love than fear.” 


From the report it appears that the trouble arose over 
examination marks. School marks are very important 
matters in school days. ‘The writer very well remem- 
bers, while attending college in Winnipeg, one professor 
would mark nothing above 65 per cent even if the answer 
given was in the exact woras spoken in the lecture. 
Another professor marked many papers 100 per cent if 
the answers showed that the student knew the work 
thoroughly. This of course was a matter of judgment 
and the professor giving the low marks had, | believe, 
the welfare of the students as much at heart as the 
other, and the marking did not reduee our knowledge of 


the subject taught, but what a difference it made on our 
final standing. :

Until the school 
board investigates, cause for the de- 
monstration was, tentatively describ- 
ed as low .marks given by tiie 
teacher.

Witnesses to the demonstration 
-declared that the banners, which 
were red colored, were torn from the 
hands of the striking pupils without 
‘any trouble and that there was no. 
violence save when one man at 


_ tempted to punch another and _ suc- 


ceeded in placing a glancing shoulder 
blow. The school board, called to 
the scene, called the policeman. 

The disturbance took ‘place as 
school was about to open and other 
students were grouped about. tne 
striking pupils, vho !were in line. 
The singing of the ditty against the 

‘acher was done’ tu , the tune 
“John Brown’s Body.” 

Principal H. A- Kostash said that 
he could not estimate the number of 
strikers, 

“There was some dissatisfaction 
regarding a teacher about two weeks 
berore Christmas,” he said, “and at 
that time complaints were investi- 
gated by the board and an inspecvor 
and found to be unfounded.”

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CROPS FOR ALKALI SOILS 


} 


Very, few vegetables can be grown 
successfully on alkali soil, says the 
Dominion Chemist., Sugar beets are 
remarkably tolerant of alkali ana 
their growth removes: large quanti- 
ties of the mineral salts. Closely 
following sugar beets are mangels, 
and asparagus is also another ex. 
ception. The latter can resist and 
thrive in soil containing, cousiderabic 
amounts of white alkall, fotavoes 
are also an alkaK-resistant crop, but 
the tubers are usually poor in quality 
and do not keep well. Arctichokes 
«are stated to be fairly tolerant of 
alkali. As regards fruit trees, both 
large and smail, very little can 
said as to relative resisting power. 
Qne author gives o:cnard 
the order otf tolerance as 
pear, quince, olive, fig, apple, alinona 
peach, plum, orange, and lemon. As 
for cereals, opinions dilier as lo lie 
relative powers of oats and barley. 
Generally, barley is considered the 
more successful crop fop ailected 
land, though it has been shown that 
oats are more resistant where the 
greater part of the alkali is sodium 
sulphate. Wheat is. more susceptible 
than barley or oats. Of the varieties 
commonly sown durum wheats are 
stated to be'the most resistant. The, 
legumes, with perhaps the excep:ion 
of alfalfa and sweet clover, appear 
tia be particularly susceptible to alk- 
ali. Among the good ‘grasses that 
can be grown on alkali lands are 
timothy, awnless bromegrass, red 
top, and perennial rye grass. Evi- 
dence has accumulated in Canada to 
show that brome grass is particular-

His venerable 


Paul wrote this epistle to Titus 
whom he addressed as “Mine own 
son after a common faith.” “For 
this cause left I ‘ihee in Crete, that 
thou shouldst set in order thethings 
that were wanting and appoint elders 
in every city.” 

Although addressed to a_ friend 
this letter like First Timothy has to 
a certain extent an official character. 
It Was intended to furnish Titus, as 
the apostle’s representative in Crete, 
with the same assistance already re- 
ndered to, Timothy. The apostle, 
had visitéd Crete and learned condi- 
tions. In sending Titus to them 
Paul knew the arduous task which 
faced him and desired to strengthen 
his hands for the work. The condi- 
tions. might be described as “moral 
chaos.” How can they be remedied? 
With remedial ends in view, he gives 
him directions for the appointment 
of properly qualified elders, ‘stewards 
in every city who shall be able and 
willing. to teach sound doctrine and 
to counteract the usdiess and unwan- 
antabie speculations of a semi-Jew- 
ish character, unvolving endless con. 
troversaries, which were progogatel 
by dishonest, self seeking teachers. 
He further reminded ‘litus of suitable 
exhoriations, to be addressed to the 


. various groups in the church, for the 


promotion of that practical godliness 
which ought to accompany sound 
doctrines. 

‘ne text follows the exhortation to 
aged men and women and young 
men and women,, and emphasizes the 
practical outworking of the Gospel. 
ahe failure of the preached gospel 
to register itself in conduct and 
character was the weakness of the 
situation, The Cretans had a bad 
reputation. ‘They were a mixture of 
Greeks, Asiatics and Jews. 

Paul was anxious to see results 
in the lives of even* the Cretans, He 
had faith in people of mixed origin. 
He was a man ot faith, 

Today we look for results. What 
value is there in Christianity if it 
does not make better men aad ‘wetter 
citizens? If it doesn’t produce 
people who are more lovable, more 
trustworthy, and who are animated. 
with the spirit of our Master? The 
preaching of the gospel has a two- 
told aspect.. (a) lt adds to the de- 
clarative glory of God. (bv) And it 
registerg itself in terms of mantin- 
ess in relation to the things of life. 
Our text emphasizes this lost aspect 
—that the precepts of God be ado:n- 
ed. How may | adorn the doctrine 
God’ May I answer that ques- 
tion by illuscrations, 

Let us take any play of Shake. 
speare, Hamlet, Macveth, King Lear, 
or Komeo and Juliet. It is aifhicult 
for us to understand them as we 
read. New characters are introduced 
and we scarcely know’ them 
when they make their exit.

reading. The writer had action in 
mind as he wrote.

We read in the Sermon of 
Mount “Blessed are the merciful.” 
Mercy may appear as an abstract 
quality, but if you want to see an 
adornment of mercy, read the. life of 
Florence Nightingale. The soldiers 
endured appalling suffering in the 
Crimean War. A call for help came 
to England and Florence Nightingale, 
a young woman of means and social 
position, volunteered and went to 
Crimea. The world has heard of 
her heroic efforte to alleviate the 
suffering of the soldiers. Nursing 
as a profossion has teen exhalted by 
her ‘services, 

I had in my congregation in Mont- 
real Soutn, a veteran, who had fought 
in the Battle of. Alma. Speaking of 
Florence Nightingale to me he said, 
“She was an angel of mercy to us.” 

Mercy hath a new meaning where 
we read of the comfort and joy 
brought to lonely hearts by this 
young woman.

Figures Regarding Speed Of Light 
Are Fairly Accurate 

The speed of light is placed at 
299,774 kilometres or 186,271 miles 
per second, in a new estimate made 
at Pasadena, Cal. Dr. Walter 8. 
Adams, director of the Carnegie In- 
stitution’s Mount Wilson Observa- 
tory, said in announcing the new 
figure that it was not absolute, but 
that the final computation which will 
be completed in about six months, 
would not vary much more than two 
kilometres from it. The new value is 
13 miles per second slower than that 
reached by the late Dr. Albert A. 
Michelson in 1927 after he had flash- 
ed light beams with mirrors from 
Mount Wilson to another nearby 
peak. ‘
